MONDAY, MAY 29th, 178^. 

THIS evening the Proteftant Aflbciation was 
held at Coach-makers Hall, purfuant to 
public advertifenient. 4t 

At -half paft fix, the hall was quite full, and 
exceedingly crowded. Lord George Gordon took 
the chair exadly at feven, and addrefled the 
meeting for near half an hour. His Lordihip 
obferved, that the Popifli Bill was carried through 
both Houfesof Parliament with fuch amazing ra- 
pidity, that the people had not time to form an 
oppofition, or to make themfelves acquainted 
with the pernicious confequences that muft at- 
tend its pafling into a law : that the indulgence 
given to Popery, by the repeal of the A&. of 
William the Third, was inconfiftent with the 
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principles of the Revolution, had a tendency to 
endanger the fiitceffion of the Houfe of Hanover, 
and threatened deflruftion to the civil and reli- 
gious liberty of this country. His Lordihip read 
an extraft from a Popifli catechifm, juft publilh- 
ed by a Popilh printer in Grofvenor Square, and 
difpetfed among the ignorant and unthinking part 
of the community ; likewife an indulgence granted 
by the Popjs, this prefent year, to this holy Catho- 
lie fubjefts and faints in this Heretic country : 
and from thefe publications, his Lordihip bid the 
people form an idea of the rapid knd alarming 
progrefs that Popery was making in this kingdom ; 
and the only way to flop it was, by going in a 
firm, manly, and refolute manner to the Houfe, 
and there fliew their reprefentatives, that they 
were determined to preferve their religious free-, 
dom with their lives. That, for his part, he 
would run all hazards with the people ; and if the 
people were too lukewarm to run all hazards with 
him, when their confcience and their country call 
them forth, they might get another Prefident; 
for he would tell them candidly, that he was not 
a lukewarm man himfelf, and that if they meant 
to fpend their time in mock debate and idle oppo- 
fit ion, they might get another leader. 

This fpeech wgs received with the loudeft accla- 
mations of applaufe; and his Lordihip then moved 
the following refolutions : 

"That 
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** That the whole body of tha Proteftant Affo- 
^^ ciatipn dg attend in St, George's Fields, on Fri- 
day next, at Ten o'Clock in the Morning, to 
accompany his Lordfliip to the Houfe of Com 
'^ mons, gn the delivery of the Proteftant Peti- 
^^ tion/' Which was carried unanimoully, with re- 
peated burfts of applaufe. His Lordfliip then in- 
formed them, that if lefs than twenty thoufai)d of 
his fellow citizens attended him on that day, he 
would not prefent their Petition; and for the bet- 
ter obfervance of order, he moved. That they 
ihould arrange themfelves in four divifions, and 
in order that they might know their friends from 
their enemies, he added, that every real Proteft- 
ant, and friend of the Petition, fliould come with 
blue cockades in their hats. This alfo paffed 
unanimoufly. 



FRIDAY, JUNE 2d, 178a 

PURSUANT to thefe refolutions, a number of 
perfons met in St. George's Fields, where Lord 
George Gordon joined them about eleven o'clock. 
Between eleven and twelve, they fet out (fix a- 
breaft) over London Bridge, through Cornhill 
and the City, to the amount of about'fifty thoufand 
men, to the Houfe of Commons, with the Proteft- 
ant Petition againft the Bill pafled laft feflion 
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ill favour of the Roman Catholics, wijich was car- ■ 
ried on a man's head, where Lord Gordon prefented 
it. 

Thofe who had put biue cockades in their hats, 
no fooncr reached the avenues to the two Houfes 
of Parliament, than they began to exerGife the 
moft arbitrary and dictatorial power over both 
' Lords and Commcms. Some of the members they 
obliged to take "oaths, that they would vote for 
the repeal of the Aft pafled lafl year, for granting 
liberty of confcience to the Roman Catholics; and 
almoft every one tbey obliged to put blue cock- 
ades in their hats, and cry out, " No Pop^y" — 
" No Poperj'." It happened, we believe, rather 
by accident than defign, that the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, received moft interruption from 
them. They flopped the Archbilhop of York, 
and groffly infulted him. They next feized oi> 
the Lord Prefident of the Council, whom they 
puflied about in the rudeft manner, and kicked 
violently on the legs. Lord Mansfield was alfo 
daringly abiifed, and traduced to his face. They 
flopped Lord Stormont's carriage, and great num- 
bers of them got upon the wheels, box^ &c. 
taking the moft impudent liberties with his Lord- 
fliip, who was, as it were, in their pofieffion for 
near half an hour ; and would not, perhaps, have 
fo foon got away, had not a gentleman jumped- 
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mto his Lor4ftiip*s carriage, and, by haranguing 
the mob, perfuaded them to defift. The Duke of 
Northumberland wis much ill treated, and had 
his pocket picked of his watch. The Bilhop of 
Litchfield had his gown torn. The Bifliop of 
Lincoln's wheels of his carriage were taken off, 
and his Lordfliip almoft by miracle efcaped any 
perfonai damage. The Earl of Hilllborough and 
Lord Townfend, came down together in the car- 
riage of the former, who was known by the mob, • 
and moft groflly infulted. His Lordihip would 
have felt their fury more, had not Lord Townfend, 
whom /ome of them recolledied, and profeffed a 
friendihip for^ been with him : as it was, they 
were both greatly pufhed about, arid fent into the 
Houfe without their bags, and with their hair 
hanging loofe on their fhoulders. Lords Willough- 
by de Brooke, Lord Bofton, and Lord Afliburn- 
ham, were extremely roughly handled; the two 
latter were in the hands of the mob, and were buf- 
feted about, not only with an indecent and un^ 
warrantable freedom, but with a mercilefs and 
unmanly feverity, for a confiderable time. Lord 
St. John, Lord Dudley, and many other Lords, 
were infultecf and perfonally ill-treated, x Welbpre 
Ellis, Efq. was purfued by the mob, to the Guild- 
hall, Weftminfter, the windows of which build- 
ing they broke all to pieces, and when they found 
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Mr, Ellis, handled him very roughly. They 
broke the front glafs of Lord Trentham's vis-a-vis, 
and were extremely infulting to his Lordihip, 
whom they detained in his carriage a confiderable 
time. The avenues of the Houfe of Commons 
were fo filled with them, from the outer door up 
to the very door of the Houfe, (which latter they 
twice attempted to force open) that it was with 
the utmoft difficulty, the Members got in or out 
of the Houfe. They attempted, in like manner^ 
to for<?e their way into the Houfe of Peers ; but 
b^ the good management of Sir Francis Moly-^ 
neux, and the proper exertion, of the door-keep-* 
ers, under his diredlion, all the paflTages from the 
ftreet door, and round thfe Houfe, were kept 

clear. '> 

, The Sardinian chapel in Duke-Street, Lincoln's^ 

Inn-Fields, was this night forcibly entered by a 
riotous fet of people, who called themfelves ProtellT 
* antsy and entirely gutted it, the contents of which 
tjiey fet on fire in the ftreet aforefaid. 
. A party of the guards foon after arrived, and 
apprehetided thirteen of the Rioters, who were 
condufted to the Savoy for examination the next 
morning. The populace alfo forced their way 
into the houfe an4 chapel belonging to Count 
Haflang, the Bavarian Minifter, which they alfo 
plundered and deltroyed. Very confiderable de- 
predations 
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predations were alfo committed in Moorfields, and 
the neighbourhood thereof. 

SATURDAY, JUNE 3d, 1780. 

THIS morning a vaft concourfe of people 
aflembled in Covent-Garden, to fee the Rioters 
brought up for examination at Sir John Field- 
ing's. The prifoners were efcorted from the 
Savoy by a* ftrong party of the third regiment of 
foot guards, and on their arrival at the office in 
Bow-Street, 

Michael Bryant, a painter and. glazier, ap- 
prentice to Mr. Sinclair, in Hart-Street, was 
the firft examined; and the evidence againft 
him went only to prove that he was found 
near the chapel; but not feen to commit any 
outrage. 

John Twycrofs was next examined; and Mefll 
Clark and Prothero, belonging to the Public 
Office in Bow-Street, depofed that they took him 
coming out of the chapel. 

William Reeves, a waiter at the Two Blue 
Pofts, Covent-Gardefl, was put to the bar, when Mr. 
-Rainsforth, the Kiftg*s Tallow-chandler, depofed 
that he, with the affiftance of the military power, 
t<)ok charge ai feveral perfons, which they wer<5 
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efcorting to the Savoy, when they met Reeves 
in Little Duke-Street, without a hat, whilft he 
was fpiriting up the populace to attempt a 
refcue, upon which they fecured him among the 
reft. 

Thomas Robinfon, a carpenter, was the fiext 

examined. A ferjeant in the guards depofed, 

that he received orders to take into cufbody 
all perfons who were found near the chapel ; in 
confequence of which he feized the prifpner, but 
did not fee him any ways outrageous. 

Ifaac Hemmaway, a taylor, wis feized by a 
ferjeant and corporal of the guards, for being in 
the chapel whilft it was on fire. 

Samuel tluddle, a carpenter, was taken coming 
out of the chapel door. 

John Vickers, a printer, was taken into cuftody 
infide of the chapel, and defied the foldiers to de- 
tain him. 

John Bannywood, a coach painter, was detedted 
making his efcape out of the chapel, upon which 
a corporal putting his bayonet to his breaft 
wounded him. 

John Reynolds, a faddler, was feized for ftrik- 
ing Rainsforth, the tallow-chandler, with a ftick, 
by -which means a perfon that had before been 
taken, made his efcape. M'Manus, a con- 
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ftafele, depofed, ihk he faw Reynolds &nkt 
iRjaiAsforth. 

J#feph Lind, apfjirentace to Mr. Maberley^ 
coach-painter, in Long Acre, was next examin- 
i&d, when Mr. Maberly, a coach-maker, in Long 
Acre, and Mr. Rainsfcrth depofed. That a perfon, 
whom they had taken into cuftody, having ef- 
fea'ped from theh^ they determined to take the 
next perfon they found, which proved to be the 
f^ove young man, whom they law hmt\ a folio 
book in the chapel, and attempt to burn a vdvet 
euihion. 

Thomas Inwood, a footman to Mr. Mayo, of 
. Queen-Street. 

John. Beardmore, a founder, and John PuUen, 
a coach-harnefs maker, wei:e feverally put to the 
b^r, and the evidence againft them depofed, that 
they were found near the chapel; but nothing 
material to their prejudice appeared. They were 
all committed to Clerkenwell Prifon, except 
R.eev«s, who gave bail for his appearance. 



SUNDAY, JUNE 4th, i78o. 

THE Rioters were this- evening etnpioyed In 
conveying away the remains of the houfe^, 
which they had nearly demoHfhed, from the 
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fcenc of aftion, to an adjoining and open part 
of Moorfields, where they committed them to 
the flames. A Romiih chapel And fchool, to- 
gether with three houfes in that neighbourhood, 
inhabited by Papifts, were alitiofl: levelled to 
the ground. During this fcene of confufion, a 
woman imprudentiy ventured into the middle 
, of the throng, when a young child accidently 
fell out of her arms, and was cruflied to death. 
Beds, blankets, chairs, tables, and much of 
every kind of furniture -were burnt. Of books, 
crucifixes, images, and ' religious relics, a great 
quantity were confumed. Parties of horfe and 
foot guards were on the fpot ; and it muft be 
confefll'd, that they watched the motions of the 
multitude with that decent kind of temper, 
which,whenonceloft,maybefucce^ed by confe- 
quences as fatal to the welfare of fociety, as 
they are repugnant to the meaning and fpirit of 
our laws. 

The Mob continued all night very riotous in 
Ropemakers-Alley, Moorfields ; they burned 
every thing they could find in the chapel, 
fchool-houfe, and dweliing-houfes belonging to 
the Roman Catholic people ; they took every 
piece of wood they could find, and burned ■ it, 
the roof of the buildings not efcaping.- They 
pulled down a houfe belonging to the Roman 
Catholic 
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CatKolIc fchoolmafter^ in Moorfields^ in about 
one hour^ which^ when done, fome thoufands 
went to the "Roman Catholic fchool, in Charles 
Square^ Hoxton, where they behaved in a very- 
riotous manner. Guards were placed at the Sar- 
dinian and Bavarian Ambaffadors chapels night 
.and day. 



MONDAY, JUNE 5th, 1780. 

A PRIVY Council was held this morning on 
the fubjedt of the prefent Difturbances, and the 
lawlefs proceedings of the Mob, as well in re- 
fpedt to their violences on t^e chapels of the fo- 
reign Minifters, as xp their indecent and unruly 
behaviour to other perfons, and in other places. 
-The refult of ^^the determinations of this moft 
auguft meeting, was that a Pi'oclamation fliould in- 
ftantly be iffued, offering a reward of Five Hundred 
•Pounds . to thofe who would difcover, and give 
fuch teftimony as Ihould bring to convidtion, the 
perfon or perfons principally concerned in de- 
ftroying and fetting fire to the chapel of the Sar- 
dinian Ambaffador, and injuring that of the Ba- • 
varian Ambaffador on Friday evening. That ^ 
commiflion be made out, authorifing certain 
perfons, therein named, to bring to trial, without

delay^ thoie who ihould be charged a& principals 
in 'the lite and prefent riots^ in order -that- by- 
making an imoiediate example of the moft heinous 
offenders^ future difturbances may be prevented, 
and the lives of thoufands faved. . 

A large Mob fuddenly attacked the houfe o£ 
Sir George Savile, in Leicefter Fields, made a 
forcible entry, and gutted it of bcft part of the 
furniture, which they piled up ii^ the ftreet, and 
let fire tg ; a party of the horfe guards being fent 
for, the Mob difperfed, but the furniture was 
confumed. 

The houfe of Mn Rainsfprth, tallow-chandler, 
in Clare-Street, Clare-Market, was alfo fet fire 
to> and wa? burnt furioufly almoft to the 
ground. 

About half pall ten at night^j a party, of people 
collected before the houfe of Mr. Maberley, 
coach painter, in Little Queen-Street, Lincoln V . 
Inn-Fields, which they demolilhed, both before 
and behind, deftroy ing a fine front lately ere&ed 
tohislhop. : 



TUESDAY, JUNE ..6th, 1780^ 

THE the populace, diftinguiflied by their 
blue cockades- as on Friday, again befef both 

... Houfcs 







H^vtfes 9I ParHaoleiit. Afaoiit half pa& out 
or'^li>ck^ feveral partlr» of Kgkt horfe ilatkmed 
tkesB^eW€9 near liie P«rliamene Noufe^ and die 
avenues lea<fing to the Hwfe 6f Commons were 
Jined with the foot guafda t the ^^bors of Weft* 
min&ei halt were flvtit^ and k wias with great di£^ 
ficulty that any Members could get admittsi^ 
vo the Houfe : the carris^es of fach Meznbcis as 
did tk>t think themfelvesobnaxiouf, were marked 
on the panricls, " No Popery/* and the Manbier*! 
name. About three o^clock^ Lord Sandwich 
' attempted to go d^wn ta thst Houfe;, atieadel 
by &x of the light hbr£i^^ but amid get no ^- 
ther than the corner of BrUge-^Street, when the ' 
popukce attacked him, and mfifted on his turn- 
ing hack> which his Lordfliip refafing, the wiiv- 
dows of his chariot were broke, and feveral 
ftones thnwn at him ; the light horfe attending 
him were put to ftighf, and his Lordihip was 
forced' to diive hack, xvitk all imaginable fpeedf, 
to the Admiralty. 

Notice of the above being given to Juftice 
Hyde, ^ho paraded among the foldiers on 
horfeback ; he inftantly ordered a troop of the 
light horfe to attend- hiln> a^id proceeded to ef^ 
cort back Lord Sandwich : Mr. Hyde made ufe of 
feveral very imprudent exprefBons, which exaf^ 
perated the populace, and they immediately de- 
tached 
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tachefl a party to wreak their vengeance on his 
houfe^ in Little St. Martin's Lane^ which they in- 
ibntly did^by demolilhing every fixture^and bum^ 
ing the furniture if. the ftreet. 

Lord Sandwich did not think proper to return^ 
notwithflanding a whole troop of horfe offered to 
cfcort him. 

The Populace now became very clamorousi^ 
many of them got fumilhed with large flicks 
and other defenfive weapotis; upon this^ conlider- 
able ' reinforcements of the life guards^ horfe 
grenadiers^ light horfe^ and foot guards were fent 
for^ and on their arrival^ the life guards placed 
themfelvcs on both fides of Parliament-Street, and 
Palace Yard ; the narrow pafs between Old Palace 
Yard and the Houfe of Commons was completely 
guarded as follows; the horfe grenadiers in front, 
a party of light horfe next, the foot guards with 
bayonets fixed, and llrong parties of horfe grena* 
diers, and light horfe behind; by thefe means. 
New Palace Yard, and as far up as Abingdon 
Street, were entirely in poflefiion of the foldiers, 
and no perfon, except Members of Parliament, 
were fuffered to pafs. The foldiers in general, 
behaved extremely well; and we did not fee any 
inlfchief done, except one perfon being cut by 
the fword of a light horfeman, who was irritated 
by receiving a fevere blow from a large billet of 
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"wood. The populace, from about fix o'clock, 
ivere very peaceable; and when the Houfe of 
Commons broke up, Lord Gepcge Grordon camo 
to the corner of Bridge-Street, and told the people 
the proceedings of the Houfe, and advifed 
them to depart qxrietly. The horfes of his 
chariot were .immediately taken off, and he was 
drawn away in triumph, amidft the loud aqclama^ 
tionsof the numerous perfons that were affembkd« 
. Ab6ut fix o'clock, different parties filed off in 
detachments, and dire&ed their march for New- 
gate, where they appeared in the moft formidable 
numbers, and immediately demanded the releafe 
of the perfons taken in the Sardinian Ami>ai£idor's 
chapel, on Friday laft. This demand was ncceC- 
iarily refufed, and a moft refolute attack was im- 
mediately made on a building, apparently much 
too ftrong to have been forced by a body of men 
without arms, or iniplements adequate to fuch a 
taik. Mr. Akerman's houfe was forced, the ^^at- 
er part of his furniture brought out, which was 
piled up againfl: the principal gate of the prifon, 
and fet fire to ; but as its maffy fubftance was pla- 
ted with iron, and fluiced with water from within, 
the fire did not communicate* Mr. Akerman's 
Jioufe foon after, appeared in flames, which reached 
to the chapel in a few minutes, and it was evident 
that the wKole prifon would foon be involved in 
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the general confUgration. The prHbners how per* 
ceitmg hopes of recovering their, liberty^ refuieci 
to fubmit to any amhority. They broke thtougH 
feveraltnaiTy doors leading to the Seffioiis4ioufe« 
Thii pallage footi bec^mie the only means of 
efcape from the flames^ The cetU^ in which the 
condemned priibners were inclofed^ were broke 
bpen^ though, from their prodig4ou3 $rengtli> 
they would, on Miy eommon occaikm, have been 
deemed impregnable. The fire having now com- 
municated to the department of the prifon' in 
which the debtors were confined, n general -and 
very unexpedcd gaoi delivery was effeAed : and 
this immenfo fabric, which coft ^140,000 
in building, foon appeared a heap of ruins. 

The value of the pi&urej dcftroyed at Mr. 
Akerman's houfe,<at Newgate, is eftimated at 
two thoufand pounds, and the wines and liquori 
fiv« hundred. 

Mtt. Akerman received - no hurt in faving his 
<Wvn life, and that of his family, when his houft 
end the gaol of Newgate were fct on fire. 

The cellars under Mr* AkermaA'is houfe wer^ 
emptied, and the liquors of all kinds brought up 
in pails and hats, and drank in the ftreets. 
^ -Mr. (5eorge Rous's houfe in Lincoln's-Inn* 
Fields, was alfo entirely demoliflied* 
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Th^ pppvl^ce ato^t ten g'clock went to Bow 
Street, to the hpufe pf Sir John Fielding, ^nd 
cried out to the peighbpws, who were ^11 up 
in their windowis with lights in their hands, 
f' Pvt put your lights," wWch they miftakihg 
for illuminating, every body ran with con- 
fusion to obey; but the populace, .with a re- 
piarfcable fteadinefs, "went .under each window, 
' very coolly informing them, it was for them 
to take away their lights. This being inftantly 
complied with, the attack upon Sir John Fielding's 
houfe regularly began. ' 

They firft tore up the iron pallifadoes before 
the door, and with thofe foon forced open the 
flreet door. They then entered the houfe with 
lighted candles, and after breaking all the win- 
dows, and taking oijt the frames, regularly gut- 
ted every ropna in the houfe, and threw the fur* 
niture out of the windows, which they inftantly 
fet fire to. The neighbours, on this, were in 
great cohfternation, not knowing where the flames 
wpuld cpmmunicate: but fo cautious were the 
populace of dping aoy mifchief to any body elfe, 
that not a iiQgle p^^^ of giafs was fo much as 
broke in the hpufes pn ca^ch fide Sir John's. The 
fire likawife, when ic became violent in one placey 
ih^Y feparated in gjiother, ty which meaixs^ and 
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tlie afliftance of an engine,* which playfed up' i 
the front of the houfes, the fire was prevented 
from fpreading, or doing any mifchief. 

Every moveable in Sir John's houfe was confu- 
med about three o'clock, when the Mob fepa- 
rated very quietly. • ^ 

The prifoners in Clerkenwell were releafed; 
and there appeared to be a difpoiition to throw 
open every prifon in the metropolis. 

The' Ship Alehoufe, in Duke-Street, Lincoln V 
Inn-Fields, was alfo demolilhed, on account of 
their fufFering mafs to be faid there on Sunday 
laft. 

The houfe of Mr. Mayon, in Bunhill-Row, 

r • 

was gutted by the Mob, and all the furniture, 
&c. burnt. 

The Magiftrates who were fitting at Hicks V 
Hall, retreated precipitately, after fecuring the 
efFedrs. 

The populace alfo made a very violent' attack 
upon the military pofted at the end of Downing- 
Street, to defend the hoirfe of Lord North, but 
were repelled, though not till feveral lives were 
loft, and much mifchief occafioned. 

About t-cn o'clock, the cities of London and 
Weftminfter were generally illuminated; to effeft 
which purpofe, detached parties paraded the 
ftreets. ,

The guards, both horfe and foot, were divided 
into a great number of different detachments,N as 
danger . was apprehended in various quarters ; , 
and we are happy to find, that the military every 
where behaved with great coolnefs and temper. 

At eleven o^clock, the city trained bands re- 
ceived orders' to beat to arms immediately, and 
to give notice to every * houfe-keeper to hold 
themfelves in readinefs on the drum's beating, to 
march to fuch place as fhould be neceflary, in 
cafe of any further difturbances. 

, About eleven o'clock, a very large body attack- 
ed Earl Mansfield's houfe in Bloomlbury-Square, 
the furniture of which took them a long time de- 
ftroying. In this employment they were fome- 
times difturbed by a detachment of horfe and 
foot foldiers, who appeared and retired again, 
till another . party came to the fpot, attended by 
a juftice, who ordered thq men to fire. This be- 
ing done, they killed four men and a woman, 
befides dangeroufly wounding feveral others. Af- 
ter this, the mob fet the houfe on fire, when there 
being two engines arrived, the firemen refufed to 
play till the foldiers were removed. This being 
complied with, the Mob would not fufFer theip to 
play till it was reduced to aflies ; but did. npt hin- 
der them from playing on Mr. Baron Hotham's 
Jipufe, which was thus preferved. 

D 2 Lord 
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Lord Mansfield's lofs is eftimated at 30,660!. 
^ every book of his valuable library, which feoft 
him io,oooL was burnt; amon^ which were tt 
colleiftion of the choiceft manufcripts ever known 
in the pofleffion of an individual. His fine collec- 
tion of piftures fhared the fame fate. 

The note books, to the number of lOp, of 
Lord Mansfield, in his Lordihip's hand writing, 
were confumed at the fame time, which is an 
irreparable lofs to thie Gentlemen of the Bar. - 

Lord and Lady Mansfield efcaped but a few 
minutes before the rioters broke open and enter- 
ed the houfe. 

This morning, the young men taken up on Fri- 
day were re-examined at Sir John Fielding's, 
when they were all difcharged except four, vi^.' 
Llnd, Inwood, Bannywood, and Twycrofs. 

At the fame time one Bund, a blackfmith, at 
German, was examined. During the riot at Count 
Haflaftg's chapel, in Wajrwick-Street, on Friday 
evening, this perfon was obferved by one Elizabeth 
Canning, to be carrying feveral h)ads of furniture^ 
&c. from the Count's chapel. She followed him, 
and faw him enter with it into a houfe in Swallow* 
Street, and came back, and informed the Count's 
fervants of what ihe had feen. 

They went to a Mr. Hyde, who called on Mri

He carried off upwards of feven loads* The 
property being fwom to,- and Mrs.> Canning fwear* 
ing to the identity of his perfon, the parties 
were bound over to profecute. He is an old

Bund, in his defence faid, He fou'hd the chapel 
eSe&s in the ftreet ; that he took them home only 
for fafety, and that^ he meant to wait on Count 
Haflang in the morning, who would undoubtedly 
reward him* 

The parties were Jikewife bound over to profe- 
tute.thc other four, who. were found in. and con? 
tiguous to the chapel in Lincoln's-Inn-Fields. 

In the courfe of the re^examination it appeared, 
that two or^three of thepi were Catholics. Juftice 
Wright very wifely obferved, that he feared none 
• of the ringleaders were fecured, all the young 
men having excellent charafters^ and having 
been at work all day.

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' They were «fcortcd to Newgate, abotit foiir 
o'clock on Monday, by, a detachment of foot

The Court of Aldermen met this day at Guild- 
hall at nine o'clock, to confider what neceffary 
.fteps were proper to be taken to put a ftop to the 
riots and difturbances that had been in Ropema- 
"kers Alley, Moorfields; the Lord Mayor having 
received two letters from Lord Stormont and 
Lord Hillfborough, Secretaries of State, . con- 
cerning thereof,' and the Aldermen having over- 
night been defired to require the attendance of 
their peace officers at Guildhall, on Tuefday 
morning, at nine o'clock. The two Marfhals 
were directed to divide their conftables, and fend 
I GO to Ropemakers- Alley, relieving them every 
fix hours, till further orders, and to ftation the 
others in proper places; and the Court i'ecommend- 
ed it to the Lord Mayor to take the moft effedual 
method to prevent any riots or tumults within this 
City, as his Lordlhip Ihould think proper, and 
then broke up. 
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VSTEDJNli^DAY, JUNE 7tH, 1780, 

THIS day there was a Levee at St. James's, 
his Majefty and all the Minifters of State and Fo- 
reign Minifters, &c. &c. were prefent, and broke 
up before two o*clocki A council was. after- 
wards held, at the breaking up of which, orders 
were given to the feveral Officers of the foot and 
horfe guards, to exert their own difcretioa ia 
qyelling any future outrages of the Mob, with-i 
out any controul of the civil power : a Procla- 
mation was iffued, affigning as a reafon for the 
meafure above Hated, that the country being in 
a ftate of Treafon and Rebellion, his Majefty is 
reduced to the difagreeable neceflity of exerting 
his prerogative in this manner. 

The yeomen of the guards, marlhalmen, and 
all hij Majefty's dohieftics at St. James's, and 
the Queen's Palace, were, by the King's orders, 
to be on duty all night, and furnilhed with arnx^ 
to repel any attempt of violence. 

Summorifes were iffued for a Council to be held 
as laft night at St. Japies's Palace. 
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The £ollQWi])g Preclemarion appeared in the 
Tuefdajr's London Gazette :

WHEREAS it hath been reprefented to Us, 
ihat fi great number of perfons, in confequence 
of advertifement;s or hand bills, in^itipg them 
thereto, did^ on Friday laft, the fecoxid pf this 
inftant, June, aflemble in a riotous and tumuL- 
tuoqs manner, in St. George's Fields;^ in thf 
County of Surry, from whence they proceeded 
in feyeral bodies to Palace Yard, Weftrainfter, 
furroundcd both Houfc$ of Parliament, sm^ 
pofleffed thcmfelves of the ^venues to the iame> 
(the faid Houfes of Parliament being then fitting) 
where they continued in a riotous and tumultuous 
manner, committing great outrage^ and violence 
againft feveral .of our fubJQd:s, and felpnioufly 
taking money from them; after which, in the 
evening of the fame day, they infulted and at- 
tacked 
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tacked the houfes of fome of the Public Mmif- 
ters of foreign Princes and States refiding at our 
Court, and broke into, fpoiled, and fet Fire to 
chapelSi which in every civilized country, are 
allowed to fuch Public Minifters, for the free 
cxercife of the religion, of their country,' to the 
great fcandal and offence of all truly pious and 
good Proteftants : We, therefore, in order that 
the reproach of fo frantic s^nd attrocious an out- 
rage againfl: the precepts of religion, as well as 
the obligation- of all laws, may not renaain^ a 
difgrace to our kingdom, but may be confined 
fo the authors, abettors, and perpetrators of the 
feid outrage, and that they may be brought to 
fpeedy and condign punilhment; arid that fuch 
•dangerous arid wicked pra&ices may hereaftef be 
prevented, have thought fit, by and with the 
advice of our Privy Council, to publifli and de^ 
•tlare our refolution to put the laws ih force 
jagainft fuch offences r And we do hereby enjoin 
and require all juftices of the peace; Iheriff^^ 
iriayors, bailiffs, cpnftables, and other. our lov.- 
ing fubjeSs, to be aiding and affifting, to the 
utmoft of their power in fuppreffing fuch illegal 
and tumulttjous affemblies, and in deteAjng, ap- 
prehending, and bringing to juftice die. perfons 
concerned in affembling or inftigating the fame^ 
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and guilty of any of the violences above-men- 
tioned : And for the 'better deteOiion of the 
perfons who were concerned in the outrages com- 
mitted at the houfes of the faid Public Minifters; 
we are gracioufly pleafed to promife, that if any 
perfon Ihall difcover any other perfon or perfons, 
whoy diredtly or indirectly, were concerned in 
^|)ulling down, or beginning to' pull down, or in 
fetting fire to the chapel of any Public Minifter, 
fo as that the perfon or perfons difcovered may 
be profecuted for the fanie, fuch difcoverer fhall 
have and receive, as a reward, upon conviftioil 
of fuch offender or offenders, the fum of Five 
Hundred Pounds, and alfo our gracious pardon 
for the faid offenc'fe, in cafe the perfon making 
fuch difcovery Ihall himfelf be liable to be pro- 
fecuted for the fame, except the perfon who firft 
broke into, or began to pull down oif fet fire to 
the faid chapels. And the Commiffioners for ex- 
ecuting the office of Treafurer of our Exchequer, 
are hereby required to make payment of the faid 
rewards accordingly.

About 
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About one o'clock this morning, the Mob weftf 
to the Fleet Prifon, and denlanded the gates to 
be opened, which the keepers were obliged to do, 
or they would have fet fire to it. They were 
then proceeding to demoliih the prifon, but the 
prifoners expoftulating with them, and begging 
that they would give them time to remove their 
goods, they readily condefcended, and gave them 
-a day for that purpofe, in confequence of which 
the prifoners were removing all this day out of 
that place : fonie of the prifoners were in for 
-life. 

' This day between two and three o'clock, a 
large detachment of the military, marched to 
the Bank^ fome of which were polled in the yard, 
and the reft, horfe and foot, guarded the outfide, 
both in Thrc2.dneedle-Street, and Bartholomew. 
Lane, when all was quiet till about eight o'cloclf , 
at which time a large body of the }A.ohy after 
having deftroyed the furniture, and part of the 
houfc of Mr. Moliineux, paftry^-cook, in Comhill, 
. adjourned to the Bank, where growing outrageous, 
the foldiery fired, on which they retired, but re- 
turning about ten o'clock, were again fired on, and 
what was very aftoniihing, but four or five wer^ 
kiUed, ^nd three wounded. , 

Two public houfes in Long Lane, South wark,

the other the Siiip, were both fct on fire, with 
defigtij as was faid, of opeqing an avenue to a 
part of the New GaoK 

A Court of Common Council was held this 
night, when the Lord Mayor acquainted them, 
That the caufe of calling them together was the 
Riots and Tumults exifting in the City, defiring 
to have their advice therein. The King*s Pro.- 
clamation, and feveral letters from the Secre- 
taries of State were read. The Court unanimeufly 
came to tie following Refolutions : That the 
Sheriffs of London be defired to raife tjie Poffc 
Comitatus immediately, and to purfue with* the 
Lord Mayor and other Magiftrates of this City, 
• the moft effedrvial legal means for reftoring the 
public peace. That the thanks of the Court, bc~ 
given to the Military Affociation, for the offer of 
their fervices to reftore the peace of this City, 
and that it be recommended to the Sheriffs of 

this City, to accept of their offer. That the 
Sheriffs of London be requefted to take the 
military force under their command, and en^ 
deavour to particularly prote<ft the Manfion- 
fioufe, Guildhall, Bank of England, or any 
other place that is in danger. That the thanks 
of this Court be given to the officers of the 
Militia of the City of London, for the voluntary 
offer of ^eir fervices, and that they be. requefted 

to 



to put thcmfelves under the diredion 6f the 
Sheriffs of London. 

The Sheriffs of London, waited on his Ma- 
jcfty at the Queen's Houfc, with a meffagc 
from the Lord Mayor, defiring f.irther affiftance 
of troops to proteft the public buildings as well 
d^s the property of individuals from the fury of 
the Rioters, , 

About feven o'clock, the Privy Council iffued 
an ediift for putting the Cities of London and 
Wcftminfter under Martial Law, and Lord Am- 
herft, as Commander in Chief, received orders to 
makici, fuch a difpofition of the military, as ftemed 
,moft conducive to put an end to the prefent alarmr 
ing infurreftion. 

This piorning, upwards of five hundred foldiers 
,were placed all day in Guildhall, to be in readi- 
nefs, fliould any attempt be m^de upon the 
Bank, which was much talked of, and fo ap- 
prehenfive was the Governor of the Tower, of an 
atten^pt being fliade tp plundej: that grand arfenal 
of ftores, that he ordered every neceffary pre- 
caution to be taken to prevent a meafure, which 
would be attended with fuch fatal confequences. 

A prodigious number of foldiers were ftationoi 
jjt the Manfion-Houfe, and parts adjabent ; the 
populace from Cheapfide attempting to pafs to- 
wards Comhill, were defired to defift; which they 

not 
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not complying with, the guards fired This irri--* 
tated the multitude, and they again made feveral 
attempts topifs, which were as often repulfed by 
the foldiers firing. The fatal confequenccs of this 
melancholy affair were, that a very confiderable 
number were killed and wounded. 
. The populace alfo fet at liberty, every perfon 
confined in the King's Bench, New Gaol, and 
Surry Bridewell ; and fn the afternoon and evea- 
ing, fet fire , to the prifons, which were entirely 
cpnfumcd, as was that of tl^e Fleet Prifon, the 
fame evening, • 1 

The houfe of Mn Langdale, diftillcr, the 
bottom iof Hplborn-Hill, was entirely confumed, 
and feveral other houfes in the neighbourhood 
fliafed the fame fate. After which, the populace 
proceeded to another houfe of Mn Langdale's in 
Holborn, between Fetter-Lane and Barnard/srinitr . 
Gate, which they alfo fet on fire, 

A poor watchman, of St, Andrew's pari/h, 
Holborn, was fo unfortunate as to have his bed- 
ding Gonfumed by the populace, who imagined 
that it belonged to Mr. Langdale, and that the 
watchman was clandeftinely conveying it from 
the houfe of the former. 

This evening the Toll-Houfes at Black-rfriars 
Bridge were both demoliflied. 
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The h<iufe of a Pawnbroker in Golden-Lane^ 
was pulled down, and the goods burnt in Old-^ 
Street-Road. 

The houfe ef Mr. Maberly^ currier, in Little 
Qjjeen-Street, Lihcoln's - Inn - Fields, was alfo 
detnoliihed in refentment for his having been 
inftrumental in fecuring one of the rioters. 

The dwelling hoiafe of Mr. Molloy, a filk-^ 
weaver, and a Catholic, near Moorfields, is re- 
duced to aflies. The military came, but, per* 
ceiving the populace too formidable, retired. 

The houfes of Mr. Neale, a Ihoemaker, in Prin* 
ccs-Street, Little Turnftile, Holborn, tod -of 
Mr. Bovis, keeper of a chandler's-fliop, in Ne# 
Turnftile, are deftroyed. Both of thefe perfonii 
were, Papifts. 

They alfo deftroyed the hoiafe of one Fofter^ 
a publican, at the corner of Princes-Street, Little 
Turnftile, Holborn^ who is faid to have permit* 
ted the celebration of private mafs> in a large 
room, 'fitted up for that purpofe. . 

Mr. Juftice Wiltes's coachman, ki going to 
Weftminfter, gave fome offence to the Mob, who, 
without ceremony, took the Judge out of th^ 
coach, and rolled the coachman in the dirt. 

Juftice Wilmot^s hdufe^ on Bethnat-Green, 
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and his office in Worlhip-Street, Shoreditcb^ were 
deftroyed, » 

Juftice Hyde's houfe at Iflington, was likewife 
deftroyed. 

So alarmed were the inhabitants of Weftmin- 
fter, of both Houfes of Parliament being de- 
ftroyed, that every perfon near the fame moved 
off all their valuable goods ; and 

Mr. Hatfell, Cletk of the Houfe of Commons, 
in confequence of the above alarm, . moved all 
the Journals and other books belonging to the 
Houfe. 

About two o'clock in the morning, a large de- 
tachment of foot guards were fent off to the Ex- 
chequer, Weftminfter, to guard that place, 

A great number of people went to the houfe of 
Mn Malby, a filk-weaver in Moorfields, deftroy- 
ed all his furniture, and pulled his houfe down 
to the ground. 

A number of perfons alfo went to the houfe of 
Mr. Charlton, a.chymift in Coleman-Street, and 
threw all the furniture out of the windows, which 
they carried away in carts to Moorfields, and 
burnt, and afterwards pulled the infide of the 
houfe down. The horfe and foot were fent fop, 
but came too late to be of any fervice. ' 
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In the afternoon, atout four hundred of the 
fecctfid and third regiments of foot-guards were 
fent for, and pofted in the' Royal Exchange, in 
cafe any difturbance fliould happen in that neigh- 
bourhood. 

The foot-guards were placed at Wood-Street 
and the Poultry Compters. » 

Horfe and foot guards were alfo placed at the 
'Excife and the Poft Offices, to prevent any dif- 
turbances. 

In their attempt on the Potiltry Compter, they 
they were refifted by the military, and two or 
three were killed. 

The prifoners m Clerkenwell Bridewell an<i 
New Prifon, were fet at liberty, all but one, who 
being confined for murder, was 4eclared*to be art 
improper objedt of their charity. They Vould 
let no murderers loofe on the world. 

There were, in the courfe qf , the day, many 
lefler calamities ; and at twelve o'clock at night, 
the ftreets were in the utmoft uproar and confu- 
fion/ 

The Lord Mayor and Sheriffs kept continually 
patrolling the ftreets of this, city, and wherever 
they fpund any number of perfons afTembled, 
talked and reafoned with them, and they very 
peaceably difperfed.. 
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. The officers of the fix regiments of the ci(ty 
militia fummoned every houfe-keeper in the city, 
either to fend a man, or be under arms them- 
felves, by notice of the beat of drum; but the 
Lord Mayor and Sheriffs taking it into confidera- 
tion, countermanded the. o^der, as they were of 
opinion that it would be attended with' bad con- 
fcquenccs.

WHEREAS a great number of diforderly. 
Perfons have aflembled themfeives together in 
^ riotous and tumultuous manner, and have 

been 
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been guilty of matiy adls of Trcafoft and Re 
bellion, .having made an affault on the Gaol of 
Newgate, fet loofe the Prifoners confined therein, 
and fet fire to and dellroyed the faid Prifon : 
And whereas houfes are now pulling down in fe- 
veral parts of our cities of London and Weft- 
minfter, and Liberties thereof, and Fires kindled 
For confuming the materials and furniture of the 
fame, whereby it is become abfolutely neceffary 
to ufc the moft effeftual means to quiet fiich 
Difturbances, to prefcrve the lives and proper- 
ties of individuals, and to reftore the Peace of 
the Country : We therefore, taking the fame 
into our moft ferious confideration, have thought 
fit, by and with the advice of our Privy Council, 
to iffue this our Royal Proclamation, hereby 
ftriftly charging and exhorting all our toving 
Subjeds to preferve the Peace, and to keep 
themfelvcs, fheir fervants and apprentices, quiet- 
ly within their refpedtive dwellings, to the end 
that all well-difpofed perfons may avoid thofe 
mifchiefs which tjie continuance of fuch Riotous 
Proceedings nfiay bring upon the Guilty : And as 
it is necdffary, from the circumftances before- 
mentioned, to employ the military force, with 
which we are by law entrufted, for the imme- 
diate fuppreffion of fuch Rebellious and Traiter- 
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OU5 Attempts, n6w making againft the Peace aad 
Dignity of our Crown, and the fafety of the 
lives and properties of our Subjects, we have 
therefore iffued the moft dire^ft and efiedhial or- 
ders to all our Officers, by an immediate exertion 
of their utmoft force to reprefs the fame, of which 
gU Perfons are to take Notice.

Ui the Exchequer Chambers, for the protedliori

This day one Hyde, formerly a cornfador, an J 
9 man of very loofe chara<5ter, was apprehended; 
and contmitted to the Tower, on the evidence of 
Mn Akerman, as the very man who had demand- 
ed the keys, of Newgate of him, and alfo ap- 
peared as a principal leader in the Riot A 

youth, who proves to be an apprentice to a book« 
binder, was alfo apprehended, and committed on 
the evidence of a gentleman who had feen him 
aftive in throwing out Mr. Akerman^s pwftures, 
Ind other furniture. 

A number of the Rioters, nearly one hundred, 
were apprehended by a party of foldiers, in at- 
tempting to fet fire .to the cells of Newgate, the 
only part belonging to that building which el^' 
caped the fury of the flames the preceeding even-* 
ing, and confined them in the Poultry Comp-' 
ter. 

The burning of the Fleet Prifoft, the King's- 
Bench Prifon in St. George's Fields, the Prifon 
called the Borough Clink, in Tooky- Street, 
the New Bridewell, in St. George's Fields, on 

, Wednefday 
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WednefSday evening, all being 6n fire »at the famt 
time, together with the other conilagration$,j af- 
forded from every point of view one of the moft 
difmal and painful fpeAacles ever exhibited in or 
near this metropolis. 

Four or five perfons who were fmoaking^ and 
drinking on the top of the King's-Bench Prifoh;^ 
while the lower part of the building was <h> 
fire, were obliged all of them to jump, gmd 
were all received in blankets, fortunately without 
any hurt. 

. The following very proper hand-bill, was thia 
day circulated through the City : ' 

^^ IT is earneftly requefted of all peaceable' 
** and well-difpofed Perfons, as well Proteftant^ 
^^ affociated • as others, that they will abftain 
" from wearing BLUE COCKADES, as thefe 
'^ enfigns are now affumed by a fet of mifcreants 
** whoft purpofe is to burn this City, and plun- 
*^ der its inhabitants ; and *who wift, by dif-' 

tributing iamongft better-difpoftd -perfons-, and 

prevailing on them to wear thefe marks and 
«* diftinftions, to fcreen themfehres from the de- 
*^ teftatk>n and punilhment due to- their enormous 
*' crimes. 

" And it is farther recommended to all tradef- 
** men and matters of families, not to employ or 

" retain 
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^.^ retaia in their fervice, any perfons who diftin- 
^^ guilh themfeives by wearing blue cockades;** 
. Tcii waggons, loaded with baggage and mili- 
tary ftores, came to town through White-Ghapel 
from the country. 

This morning 500 of the Hampftiire Mili- 
tia, arrived in town from Banbury, The above 
regiment had but juft mar<:hed into the afdrefaid 
town, to encamp for the fummer, when they re- 
ceived orders to return to London, They never 
halted on their march ; and wera immediately on 
their arrival at the Horfe-guards, fent on duty in- 
to the City. ' 
, The inhabitants of the city in general, anima- 
ted by the example of the regulars, yefterday be- 
gan to arm^ and laft night they divided them- 
feives into parties, and paraded different diftrids 
of each ward. Mr. Thorp of the Globe Tavern, 
at thd head of a chofen fet, kept watch in St, 
Bride*s pariih the whole evening, going round that 
part of the Ward of Farringdon : Without, at 
every hour's diftarice. This example was a noble 
fupport to the military, and the individuals who 
have fuggefted .the plan, and take part in its exe- 
cution, not only deferve the moft grateful thanks 
from their neighbours, but merit );he warmeft en- 
42omiums from the public in-generaL 
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The gentlemen of the Inns of Court hacve, 
with a moft laudable fpirit, armed themfelves, 
and laft night, as well as on Wednefday/ evening, 
^^ept watch within the walls of their rcfpeftivc 
focieties. 

The principal inhabitants of the Borough of 
South war k, petroled the ftreets on horfebadk, and 
pn foot, to the number of near three thoufand, in 
order to prevent the depredations of the lawlefs 
mobs, who, of late, have fo fhamefully difturbed 
the peace thereof.. 

. They have formed themfelves into parties, to 
continue that line of conduft every evening, until 
order is reftored; which muft be the wifli of every 
good merftber of fpciety^ 

Many of the inhabitants of the refpedive wards 
of this city, having provided themfelves with 
$re-arrtis, particularly in the parilh of St. Scpul- 
chre'si paraded the ftreets along with the military 
all the following night, and; by the help of links, 
picked up many ftragglers of the Rioters, 
The public thanks on this, as well as on many 
former occafions, are due to Alderman Wilkes, 
for his fpirited condudk and advice. 
: The: inhabitants of the little parilh of St. Paurs 
CoventTGarden, affcmbled in veftry, and unani-^ 
moufly refolved, ; each man with his fervants, to?^ 
defend his own houfe, and thofe of their lieigh-:' 
• l?ourSji 
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1b6tir^5 dgainft all kwlefs and febcllious invaders j 
an3 accordingly, at nine o^clock the fame evening, 
every man mounted guard- to the nuipbef of five 
htmdred, each at his Kmti door, till four yefterdfiy 
morniAg; and have refqlved to purfue the fame 
plan, till the prefent troubles have fubfided. 

A meeting was held at the Half-moon, Cheap* 
fide, of the inhabitants of Farringdon Ward With- 
in, to confider of proper means for fupporting th« 
civil and military power iu>,- his tun;iultuous time* 
and preferving the peace of the faid Ward. After 
many pfopofals from feveral refpedcable inhabi- 
tants, it was at laft Refolved; That the Alderman, 
Deputy," and Common Council, ihould afiemble 
at the Half-moon for the evening, or as late at 
neceffary, in order to give proper information of 
any tumult or attack in the Ward, to the military, 
who were ftationed in St. Paul's Church-yard, for 
the purpofe of* keeping the peace of the city ; and 
at the fame time, feveral of the inhabkants agreed 
to go round with the conftables, either with or / 
without the military, to difperfe the Rioters, in* 
caf^ they attempted an attacl^ on any part of the- 
Ward. 

\ After this it was Refolvedy That the military 
have not only every affiftancc and information in 
the power of the inhabitants, foar preferving the 
peace, hut that they fliould be properly accom- 
<Ji2: G modated 
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modated and entertained, at the expence of the 
Ward, and the following Refolutions were imme- 
diately agreed on, viz. 

' ift. " That a table be ordered for the officers 
attending the military forces, now lodged in St* 
Paul's Church-yard, for preferving the peace of 
this city, at a tavern contiguous to the faid 
church, and the expences defrayed by the inhabi- 
tants of the Ward of Farringdpn Within/* 

2d. ^' That a pound of meat and a pound of 
bread, with two pints of porter, be given every 
day to each private man in the faid corps, under 
the dire&ion of their officers/* 

3d. " That the faid allowance, both as to offi- 
cers and men, be continued as long as the mili- 
tary remain in the faid ward; and as St. Paulas 
Church, where the foldiers lay in and about, is 
fituated in two Wards, viz. Farringdon Within 
and Caftle Baynard, it was Refolved, That if the 
otlier Ward, Caftle Baynard, does not agree (of 
which there was little doubt) to make the expence 
a joint concern, it was unanimoully agreed, that 
the Ward of Farringdon Within, Ihould be at the 
whole expence.'* ^ 

The meeting broke up at fix o'clock, when 
bread, cheefe, and porter, were ordered them by 
the worthy Deputy that evening.' 
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At eight o'clock, the Reverend Dr. Douglas,^ 
-pne of the Refidentiaries of St. Paul^s^^ waited 
upon the officers, and Ihewed them into feveral 
apartments of the church, which were allotted 
them for their accommodation and entertainment; 
and by way of welcoming fuch agreeable company, 
as the military his ^eally proved to be to this tu- 
multuous city, the Dodlor ordered a handfome 
fupper from an adjoining taVern, which the offi- 
cers, fome of the principal inhabitants, and the 
Rev. Dodor fat down to, under, the great weftern 
portico. The light horfe were aflembled within 
the rails in the front af the church, and every 
man had fome cold meat and porter given him. 

At eleven o'clock two rockets were let ofF, 
which were conftrued to be fignals of all being 
' quiet* 

The remains of feveral of the incendiaries were ' 
found in the ruins of Mr. Langdale*s houfe on 
Hqlborn Bridge, and warehoufes in Holborn. It 
is fuppofed that the parties being intoxicated, 
and not being able to get out, were fuffocated by 
thefmoke. 

Many of the tioters of Long-Lane, Southwark, 
were killed by the military, and numbers taken 
' and put into the New Gaol. 

It i$ computed, that the total amount of the . 
4cbtS' of the^rifoners illegally fet at, liberty from 
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the Fleet Prifon, fomethirvg exceeds the AiraV>f 
two hundred thouland pounds; and thofe from . 
the King's Bench, about five hundred thoufand : 
and feveral perfons to the number of about fifty^ 
late prifoners in the former place, refigned them* 
felves to the Warden. And it' is farther faid> 
that all the prifoners in general, a^ well thofe late : 
within as without, will be indulged with the- 
rules of both places; or be allowed- to follow, 
their feveral occupations and employrpepyts, only 
appearing once a day, at places to be api^nted * 
near to the late aforefaid prifons. ^ nt^j,. 

This evening a body of the Rioters broke j^o 
the houfe of an eminent filk-dyer in Pearl-Street, . 
Spital-Fields, and carried off, upwards of four 
hundred pounds worth of filk. > 

Six regiments of militia are this day encaniped 
on Hyde-Park : they are to be joined by feveral 
other regiments, which will make their niimber^ 
ten thoufand men. 

A circumftance which tended much to the refto-r 
ration of public peace, was the pofitive inftruc- 
tions the military had, to oblige every perfoli to 
defift from wearing a cockle.' Two perfofis 
refitting the military in th/t execution of this* 
order, w^re aftually fliot ^ead at noon day, in . ^ 
Leadenhall-Street : and i^ch was the terror of 
this inftance of the fpirit of Government, that in 

a few 
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i few*hours afterward*, not a cockade wa« to 1>c 
fecD, though near forty thoufand perfons, diftin* 
guifhed by them, had, im the morning, paraded* 
t^ie public ftrcets, with jan infolence as unexam-r ' 
pled as it was alarming. 

^ Notwithfbinding the military arrangements,^ 
twenty fpunging houfes were burnt down in the 
Borough by one o^clock* Even fo foon as about 
eleven o'clock, a great number of people went 
to the Marihalfea, and c^egan to pilU it down ; 
but before they could fet Ifire to it, a military 
. force arrived, and prevented their efFeding their 
purpofe. It is faid that near thirty perfons werq 
killed o?> this occafion. . • 

All public bufinefs was over in the city of 
London by three o'clock, and all the ihops Ihut 
up by that time. 

A detachment of horfe and foot, took fifteecn 
of the Rioters in the Fle€^t Prifon ruins, ^put them 
- jnto three coaches, and condud:^ them to the 
Savoy Prifon* . 

Another party furprifed a great, number of the. 
Rioters in the fame place, fome of whom they 
wounded, and took them all into cuftody* 

The military then proceeded up Holborn, and 
treated all they found offending in the ruins there ' 
^ in the fame mani^er. 
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The. cftabftfliment of martial law furnifhed 
Government, with powers fo extenfive, that the 
outrages of the multitude were in a great mea- 
fore put a ftop to. In the courfe of the day fe- 
vcral regiments, both horfe and foot^ arrived in 
t^wn, and encamped in Hyde-Park. Notwith- 
ftanding the precautions that werie taken, how- 
ever, a number of people affembled at Old New-* 
gate, and had got into the cells, with an inten- 
tion to fet them on fire, when the military arrived, 
and about forty of them were conduced to the 
Tower. Several fcuffles alfo happened in the 
^ternoon and evening. The light horfe cut and 
mangled many of the Rioters about St. Paul'a 
Church -yard and Fleet-Market, and difperfed 
them wherever they appeared aflembling. Strong 
guards were placed at every public building, 
while bodies of troops were placed in every quar- 'f' 

ter of the metropolis. Detachments were alfo 
appointed to patrole the ftreets. By thefe pre- 
cautions there appeared a dawn of returning or* 
der ajxd Tecurity. 
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FRIDAY, JUNE oth, 1780. 





THIS morning at eleven o'clock, a Goimcil 
was held at Lord Stormont's office in Cleveland* 
Row ; k l^roke up at one o'clock, when the L6rdi 
in Admiralty went to St. James's, where his 
Majefty had a Levee : his Majefty retired to the 
clofet foon after two, where a Cabinet Council 
was convened, to take into their ferious confi- 
deration the moft effeftual means of fecuring the 
vile promoters of the late alarming commotions^ 
In confequence of the above council, a warrant 
was iffued by his Majefly's principal Secretaries 
of State, dire<9:ed to Mann and Staley, twa of 
his Majefty's Meffengers in ordinary, for tile ap- 
prehending, and taken into fafe cuftody, thfe 
Right Hon, Lord GEORGE GORDON. The 
Meffengers on receiving their warrants, inftantly 

^ repaired to his houfe . in Welbeck-Street, aT\d 
getting admittance, were introduced to his Lord- 
fliip, whom they made immediately acquainted 
with the nature of their vifit ;— — Lord George 

, only replied, " If you are fure it is me you 

want, I am ready to attend you !" Upon whick 
a hackney coach being previoully got ready, and 

a party 
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a party of the light horfe having received orders 
to attend in an adjacent ftreet, his Lojrdlhi^ was 
conduced fafely by them, about fix o'clock, to 
the Horfe-guards, 

V 5Jhfe>inhabitants in Wclbeck-Strect, coUefted 
about the carriage, and inveighed againft him 
bitterly as the author of all the prefcnt calami- 
ties;, to avoid which reproaches,- he defired the 
blinds to be drawn up, which requeft the Mefien- 
gers complied with. 

A long examinati<Mi took place in the War- 
Office, before the Lord Prefident, Lord North, 
Lord Amherft, the Secretaries of State, and fe- 
veral other Lords of the .Privy Council ; and at 
half an hour after nine. Lord George Gordoii 
was committed a clofe prifoner to the Tower. 
The guards that attended him were by far the 
greateft in number every remembered to guard a 
ftate prifoner. A large party of infantry pre 
ceded in front, his Lordfliip following in a 
coach, in which were two officers ; two foldicrs 
rode behind the coach, and immediately follow- 
ed General Carpenter's regiment of dragoons ; 
after which came a colonel's guard of the foot 
guards, befides a party of the militia, which 
marched on each fide of the coach. The caval- 
cade paffcd over Weftminfter-bridge,_ through; 
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St» George's Fields, the Borough, and fo on to 
the Tower, where his Lordfliip alighted, feem- 
ingly in good fpirits, about ten o'clock. His 
Lordfliip refted all night in the Governor's 
apartments. — — The populace who attended on 
this occafion, conduced themfelves with Angular 
decorunoi. 

f When his Lordfliip was brought before the 
Council aflembled at St. James's, he was examined 
concerning the purport of his various epiftles, 
and particularly interrogated as to the liature of 
his own .dcfigns, and motives( in writing them. 
He difclaimcd all intentions of violating the 
public peace, and expreflTed the warmefl attach- 
ment for the love of his country, but at the 
fame' time, vindicated his adherence to the caufe 
he was concerned in, with aftonifliing ability and 
refolution. To the qu^ftion, however, which 
which was frequently and forcibly put, by dif^ 
' ferent Members of the Cabinet, how he could fo 
far forget his dignity, as an immediate ^fefosja* 
dant of one of the firft families of his coimtry, 
and aMb a legiflator of England, as to unite with 
a fet of the loweft men in the kingdom, and to 
be inflrumcntal in producing the fliocking difor- 
ders, and irreparable injuries which , had taken 
place ? he only feverally replied, " That he had 

H not 
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' not forefeen thefe effedts in a,ll the degree to which 
they had extended ; did not mean them, and 
was forry for them/' But againft this it was 
urged, ^^ Why did he, in all his letters, convey 
an implied approbation of thefe difturbances, if 
fuch were his difpofition of mind as he there re- 

prefented ?" Hi^ Lordfhip made no good an- 
fwer to this home-put obfervation. After he had 
undergone an examination of upwards of an hour 
at St. James's, he was then carried to the Horfe- 
guards, where Lord Amherft fat in his capacity 
of Commander m .Chief, and proceeded to a 
farther fcrutiny into this bufinefs^

The gentlemen of the armed Aflbciations, both 
horfe and foot, have added their fervices to thofe 
of the military now ftationed in the City of Lon- 
don, and have not a little contributed, by their 
aftivc efforts, to prcferve the Peace fo happily 
reftored to the Britifli capital. 

Government have adted with lingular, per- 
haps cenfurable, moderation with regard to 
the prefent Tumults in London and Weftmin- 
fter. They did not attempt even to flif w the 
milit&ry till thp meafure became abfolutely ne- 
ceffary ; and when they on Wednefday exercifed 
the prerogative of the Crown, by putting the two 
Cities under martial law, the foldiers were pri-^ 
vately inftrudked to try every lenient method of 
diffJerfing tlje Mobs that paraded ,the ftreets,* 
and only when they would not retire in confe- 
quences of admonition and perfuafion, to fire up- 
on them. 

The damage done to the flock, premifes, -and 
.furniture of Mr. MoUoy, filk-weaver in S^ntal- 
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Fields, is, befides that of his own particularlofs, 
attended with the additional misfortune of throw-" 
ing betjveen thirty and forty journeymen out of 
bufinefs. 

The idea of arming, has caught univerfally," 
and the inhabitants of the whole City are de- 
termined to ftiew themfelves foes to riot and 
diforder. 

One of the (Jemocratical tyrants, who had cit 
totted money from the inhabitants of St. Paul's 
Covent-Ga-rden, had the impudence to attempt 
walking through King;Strect, but bdng recog- 
liizfed by a filk-mercer, who lives in the ftreet, he- 
waS' inftantly feciired, a corporal's guard was fent 
for from Somerfet-houfe, and he wgs conveyed^ 
all pale and trembling, to his fate in the Park. 

Great obloquy is caft on the Magiftracy in ge- 
neral, as well upon the Lord Mayor of London^ 
Aldermen, &c. as upon the ading Jufticesof the 
Peace for Middlefex and Weftminfter. How- ■ 
ever, general cenfure is in thia cafe particu- 
larly unjuft. In both cities, fome of the Magi- 
ftrates merit the warmeft praife : We are forry to 
add, that fevera! of them defcrvc the public con- 
tempt for their fcandalous timidity. 

Among the Magiftratcs of London who were 
aftive in their endeavours. to qiietl the. late tu- 
mults. 
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mults, none were more zealous and affiduotis than 
the Aldermen Wilkes and Pugh; and among 
the Juftices of Peace in the Weftminfter com- 
miiHon, Mr. Wright and Mr. Addington, fliew- 
ed thgmfelves trufty officers, and did their duty 
in fuch a manner, as refl^fts credit on themfclvcs* 
Sir Watkin Lewis has taken a moft adivc part 
in fuppreffingthe riots and difturbances in the City 
of I^ix<lon, and has been up three nights: he 
prevailed twice on the populacrf, thaugh it has 
fince - been burnt dow|i, to quit Mr. Langdale's 
th« diftiUer's, by reprefentii;ig to them the dread* 
ful confequence' of their proceeding, and th$ 
difgrace it would be to their caufc. Immediately 
on receiving information that they were pro* 
ceeding to deftroy the Sefficms-Houfe, and ha4 
beat back a party of the horfe, hq fent to. the 
^ ManfioA Houfe for a firong detachi))ent of bqth 
* horfe and foot, .which came juft in time tp prc^ 
vent their carrying their defign i»to execution, 
accompanied by the Aldermen Pecfchamj Saiirf-, 
bury and Hart. • 
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SATURDAY, JUNE loth, 1780. 

THIS morning Mr, Akerman^ giving tom^ 
neceflary dire&ions about the repair of Newgate, 
to the workmen there employed, faw Handing 
neiair him, a perfon of the name of Hyde, who 
had formerly been a prifoner in Newgate, and 
who had threatened Mr. Akerman on the very 
afternoon, towards the clofe of which, his pro* 
perty was deftroyed, his houfe burnt, and the 

jail likewife fet on fire. Mr. Akerman immedi- 
ately collared him, and conveyed him to the 
Compter. As he pafled along the ftreets, mafiy 
perfons Congratulated Mr. Akerman on his havii^g 
feizcd Hyde; all of them declaring, that they 
faw him adive in the outrage committed on his 
property, and that of the public. 

This day a young man, apprentice to Mf* 
Wood, bookbinder, in Warwick-IvanC| was ap^ 
prehended on a charge of having been a principal 
in deftroying Mr. Akerman's furniture laft Tuef- 
day evening. 

The Lord Mayor was this day under examina- 
tion before the Council, when his Lordfhip read 
minutes of hi? conduft during the late tumults. 

'The 
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The prefervation of tfie Bank was, in a great 
mealbre, owing to the aSivity and good *condud: 
of the Chamberlain of London, Mr. Wilkes, 
plainly feeing the danger of a fuccefsful attack on 
the Bank to the national credit, as well as.the 
peculiar and fliocking injury fuch a circumftance 
would entail on numberlefs individuals, took 
the wifeft meafures to prevent it j and by his per- 
gonal firmnefs, and judicious direction of the mili- 
tary, effected the very laudable gbjedt of his 
attention. We heartily wifli we had it in our 
"power to fay that all the City Magiftrates equally 
merit public applaufe. 

. Mr. Alderman Wilkes, whofe ^conduft during 
the whole of laft week, has done him the higheft 
Tionour, and is really beyond praife, fat all day 
yefterday at the Globe Tavern in Fleet-Street, 
for the purpofe of examining fuch perfons as 
might be apprehended, on fufpicion of their 
. having been concerned in the late riots, and com- 
mitting them to a place of fecurity. Great part 
\Df the day was taken up in the examination of 
Moore, apprehended on Saturday; and fomc 
time after, his . wife was taken up and examin- 
ed. The Alderman left the Globe at half after 
ten, in order to perambulate the Ward, ahd fee 
that all was fafe. He fat again the whole of 
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this day at the Globe, for the farther execution 
of his judicial capacity.
